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Captain Webb's Swimming 
Feat. 



Oiiptuiu Miitthow \^'obb lia.s lo-ilay 
nccomplisbed his great fent of gwim- 
ming from Euglaiitl to France, with- 
out having touclieil any support from 
the time when he dived oil' the Adiuir- 
jilty Pier, Dover, at fuiir iiiiniiteH to 
oua o'clock 1)11 'i'lu^isdiiy, until lie land- 
eil himself on the Calais wands this 
iiioruiiig at 10:41. This unparalleled 
effort occupied twenty-- cue hours aud 
three-quarterg. 

Atl2:.'5(5 p. m, on Tupsdiiy, Captain 
Webb dived from one of tho wteps at 
the end of the Admiralty Pier, and 
commenced to swim to the French 
tioast. He was acuompaniod by a lug- 
ger and two row-boata. One row.boat 
kei:)t coiiHtantly in front of the swini- 
luor, to direot tlio cour.so and supply 
refreshments. The swim commenced 
at half-ebb tide, and for three-tpiar- 
tera of an hour "Webb's course was S, 
E. by S. His pace averagi;d twenty- 
' aix strokes to the minute. The ebb 
current carried him as far down Chan- 
nel as Lyddeu Spout, but meanwhile 
b^a powerful and methodical stroke 
had enabled him to propel himaolf 
nearly two miles in a direct line from 
the land. At 1 t-i.j slack water com- 
menced, and Webb being still fresh, 
he was able with this advantage to in- 
crease the direct distance betwcf.'ii 
himself and tho shore rapidly. At 
2:30 a little raifl fell, but it speedily 
hassed off, and a quarter of an hour 
filter the swimmer took his first re- 
freshment, consisting of a small cup 
of ale. Ho took no solid food what- 
ever while in tho water; the only nu- 
triment given him being coil'ee, ale, 
brandy, aud beef tea. At throe o'clock 
the flood tide began to be folt, drifting 
him north-east, although ho always 
kept his face dire';t to the opposite 
coast. At 3:25 it was estimated that 
Webb was four miles from laiul, and 
the sea then was smooth as a pond. 
Another small cup of ak; was haudeil 
tohimat3:40. At four o'clock the 
llood tide had brought the Captaiu 
back again abreast the point at which 
he started, and in the three hours it 
.was, reckoned that he had made a di- 
rect advance towards the o])i)osiiu 
shore of four and a half niiies. A 
thick haze at this time almost hid the 
heights of Dover, but tho wcatliej' was 
warm and calm, aud tho sea pt;rfoctly 
Bmooth. At half-past hvo AVebb re- 
ported himself to be getting on capi 
tally, and he drank a small quantity 
of beef-tea. That nutriuaent sftomed 
to stimulate him, and for some time it 
taxed the powers of tho rowers in tho 
lugger to keep pace with him. Soon 
after sunset the South h'orelaud lights 
appeared, bearing N.N.W. by N, The 
lijj;ht at Gape Grisnez became visible 
ut 8:30, and it was then (!sl iiiiated that 
Webb was ten nules distant from tho 
South I'oroluiiLl light. 'J'lie KwuniiU'i- 
now took sunie warm I'oll'eo, and wiis 
reported to bo as well as whoa ho 
starjbod. 

'' Thing;s wont on till 0:30, when 
Webb called out that ho had been 
stung on tho shouhh-r 1p_\ a jelly lish, 
aud he asked fm- sonio brandy. At 
that time there was a ixtrccplible 
weakening of his stroke, and it was 
feared that eight and half hours in the 
chilly air of tho evening were begin- 
ning to tell upon hiiu. A few luinutos 
later, however, he shouted that he was 
all right, and that ho felt no nioro of 
the sting. Nothing worthy of note 
occurred up to eleven o'clock, when, 
on taking tho Ijcarings, it was report- 
ed that wo Wore ei^ht inilcK from Cape 
(irisnc/;, nine fid'm Calais, ami twiilve 
and a half from t lie South foreland. 
Froin 1 a- m. till no natoworthy in- 
oidentB oooun'ed,^ except tiint about 
two o'clock the tlood tide again alleet- 
fed tho swimmer, ami ho began to 
Bhapo his course, it was lutpcti, for the 
projecting land about Capo (iiisnoi'.. 
At that time tho reports were not re- 
aspiu'ing, Tho pilot Toms was called 
tp(^onsi;lt with Webb, and tho roforoo 
I reported that he was getting weaker. 
Th^'liivei' prepared himaolf, aud took 
hifl'tiriat"in'the row-boat ready for any 
emergency. Meanwhile a good doso 
of old brandy was adiuiiii.stored.Wobb 
called out "All right" ami tho diver 
clr«88a4 «^gain. > '.. ■ ■ 

Between three and tour o'clock tin 
hopes of touching the (^apo began to 
fade, for tho light seenuKl to recede. 
m A broezo sprung iqi in the e:i;,t, and a 
^ ripple appeared on the water. I'he 
B\^iU}mer'B progres.s wus blow. Dawn 
»PP«M9^ (Vt four o'clock, when ho lost 



tho Capo Orisnez light altogether. Wo 
had indulged tho hope that daylight 
would show Webb some land to cheer 
bim ; but for the next hour there was 
no more sign of laud than if he had 
been in mid-ocean. A voice from tho 
njw-b(jat requested the skipper to giit 
some hot bricks ready, which soomod 
ominous of failure. Probably the drow - 
sy feeling that is generally felt to- 
wards dawn had affected tho gallant 
captaiu. At any rate at this time 
things looked rather gloomy. Some 
hot, strong cofl'eo was administered, 
and shortly afterwards the sun rose 
bright and warm. These cheering in- 
fluences brought a better state of 
things. Wei)b seemed to take heart, 
and shortly aftor\vards, at half past 
hve, high land loomed through the 
mi;)t. This land jn'ove to bo a bold 
point to tho west of the seaside vil- 
lage of Sangatte. Webb wa.s much 
gladdened on seeing it, and struck 
out bravely in that direction. Tho 
tide, however, was carrying us to tho 
north-east, and land seemed to get no 
nearer. At six a. m. tho high laud 
was left behind, aud the village of 
Sangatte appeared right ahead. The 
brave fellow took some beef tea aud 
cofl'eo, and made another vigorous 
etTort to gain the jjoiiit; but a stitl 
Ineeze iiail arisen, aud both wind aud 
tide drove us towards Calais. The 
land seemed to remain about the same 
distance while we drifted towards 
Calais. An hour of weary watching 
followed, while Webb fought hard to 
make progress towards land. But the 
tide aud wind were too strong, and 
Sangatte dropped away from us on 
our starboard. 

A waste of sand stretching right up 
to Calais then became the land ahead. 
It was now 7:30. Webb had been in 
the water 18^ hours. He was evi- 
dently thoroughly fagged, and much 
distressed by tho waves beating in his 
face. The diver again got ready, and 
jumped in, swimming side by side 
with Webb for awhile. The Captain 
took some cotVeo, ami tho occupants 
of the lugger and boats gave hiiu three 
cheers which encouraged him. There 
now appeared to be a chance of toucli- 
iug the sandy boach, about 3 miles from 
Calais, and the coveted goal looked 
only about a mile distant. The breeze 
increased, and tho lugger had to tack 
to avoid running away fsoin tho swini- 
nier. In passing him at eight o'clock 
he seemed dreadfully distressed, and 
the contrary wind and tide were buffet- 
ing him sorely. Tho point at which 
he was aiming soeniod to drop away 
to tho South, while tho tub.' driving 
him towards Calais Saiuls left him ap- 
parently as far from shore as he was 
an hour earlier. There is no doubt 
the flatness of the land was deceptive, 
for what was reported as a mile at 8 :45 
occupied nearly two hours in reach- 
ing. 

How those t.v.o hours were spent it 
is Irirdl; possible adecjuately to des- 
Liil f ; luit they were two houi'S of tho 
greatest anxiety to those who were 
watching tho efforts of the gallant 
Hwiinmer, and of ])eii'ict tcu'turo to 
■\\'i'l)b, whose pah; and haggard face 
ttikl (jf thorough exhaustion; but his 
indomitablo jiluck would not allow 
him to give up with the prize so near. 
As ho grew weaker the wind and tide 
became stronger, and still he held on 
with tho most marvellous perseverance, 
although tho seas were over him and 
obstnicting his movements towards 
land. .\t '.*;;5U a largo row-boat with 
eight persons on board came out, and 
lioartily applauded Webb, and, what 
wa:i more valuable, they rowed on tho 
weather side, and saved tho seas from 
brenking over him. Up to the last 
the excitement was most painful, fiU' 
oven when Webb was within two hun- 
dred yards of the shore it was feared 
his strength would not hold out to 
reach it. In strict accordance with 
the arraiignnieuts, no one assisted him 
i n t he least, but (;very means were 
used to give him heart . On a[)i)roaeli- 
iug the shore soundings wore called 
out rather more favorable than tho 
facts warranted. English and French 
tilike cheered almost constantly, and, 
as a last enc(5urageinent, the rowers 
pushed down their long oars to show 
that they could touch the bottom. The 
I excitomeiit increased to tho close, 
[ aud when at last Webb did 
I touch the ground, tho men in the 
] boats ai-(uind him jumped into the 
water and fairly liugg(jd him with <le'- 
light. The news of his approach had 
spread in town, and a crowd ran down 
to the shore to welcome bim, while a 
carriage slood on the margin of the 
walcu- leady to drive him to his hotel. 
(Jii laiidiiij,' ho was very weak, but, as 
t ho boatman oxpros:-ied it, "jolly in 
his talk" up to tho end. Ho was en- 
veloped in wraps, and driven to the 
Hotel de Paris, where, after being well 
rubbed down, ho drank three or four 
glasses of old purt wine. He went to 
l)(,'d imiuedia'.ely, autl slept soundly. 
There were several medical men ready 
t o volunteer assiatauco at tho hotel, 
but their services were not needed.

Oua <>f tlie strangest aanmalicH in 
our Ballot Act is the clause that re- 
quires an open nomination and show 
of bands, or public declaration of pro- 
fereuce for or opposition to oandidnteH 
who maybe put forward for election. 
The principle of the Ballot Act is se- 
"cxecy. Every ' precaution is supposed 
to be known around the ballot box to 
preclude the iDossibility of any person 
knoySHg how ano'ther peraon may have 
voted. After the result has been 

• fieoliired the voting-papers are sealed 
and placed in the custody of nii ofti- 

1. i*??"" .P^ Crown who is sworn to pre- 
serve the seals inviolate until they nro 

■ ordered to be broken through a duo 
course of law. This is all very jnopor 
a id very right. Every safeguard 
should be thrown around the Ballot to 
protect the voter from the cousequon- 
ces of having voted as some one in 
authority over Lira wished him not to 
vote. Ill other ^v^ll■ll^^, in haviiifj vot- 
ed nB Lis coiisciunce and not as his 
pocket directed him. Those precau- 
tions being- proscribed to insure au 
unbiassed expression of public scnti- 

■ ment at au election, doos it not .secin 
the height of absurdity to require a 
man at the nomination to oijonly ex- 
press his politicnl couvictious and pro- 
forences V ^Yhat is tlio use of the 
Ballot if a fihow of hands is to reveal 
how a man intends to votoV The very 
object aimed at by the Ballot Act — 
secrecy — is defeated by an open 
nomination. This fact was re- 
cognized by the framers of the 
English and Canadian Acts, aud the 
show of hands is accordingly done 
away with everywhere save in this 
Blow-coach and behind-the-age Pro- 
vince otours. In Canada there is a 
nomination, and there area mover and 
seconder, and a certain number of 
electors-sign a paper to the effect that 
the nomination is bona fide, etc. ; but 
iher6 is no show of hands, nor are 
^P^ejih?^ at the nomination allowed. 

• tn^aistj ihe^uptiugs is swept away as 
a useless and cumbersome piece of an- 
tiquated furniture indispensable to the 
ags of open-voting but entirely out of 
i^ahioii^now. We cannot understand 
why^^^^e show of hands has been 
retained by the Qoverament. No 
dcubt they wanted it to serve some 
bad purpose. The Government is as 
full of tricks aa a trick-pony in a cir- 
CUH. Some of their trickfi are as trane- 
parent as a pane of Basliie glass; but 
tiiis particular trick is so o])uque that 
even the framers of the Act would 
find it difficult to explain why thejin- 
flist on open voting and secret voting 
in the same Act. Some of our bud- 
ding legislators should make a note of 
this incongruity and move to amend 
ihe Ballot Act at the earliest practica- 
ble moment in the first session of the 
new House.

The liost Vanguard. 

On Wednesday, shortly before midday, 
six of tho Hovoii iron dads which nil 
through tho week attracted such lio.sts of 
visitors, weighed aiicluir in tlio Kiug.s- 
town Roads and steamed in tho direction 
ot their new destination, t,)ueonHtown 
harhor. Two hours afterward the Van- 
guard, one of the finest of these levia- 
thans, was rnu into and sent to tho bot- 
tom by herconsori, tho Iron Duke. Tho 
sliips left their an('hoi'a'-,'o at uljont hnif- 
past eleven, and steamed toward t^uoens- 
towii. Sciircidy had thoy loft when they 
were eiivoloped In a very dense fog. At a 
quarter to ono in tho day, about an hour 
and a half after leaving thn Ixoads, tho 
lloet were oil' Bray Iload. Tho lookout of 
the Vanguard, which was then going only 
ftvo or six knots an hour, suddenly saw 
through tho fog 

a LABOB MBBOHAMT SKIi' lUOllX' AilEAD. 

To avoid a collision with this vessel 
tho Vanguard i)orted her hcdni. Tho re- 
sult of this miuiii'uvro was to prosont tho 
broadside of the ship to the bow of tho 
Lron IJiikc', then a\)oiit a cable's length 
Ijehiiid. Tho Vanguard's ofliccr must 
have thought thoro was ti:no to got out 
the Iron Duko's way. but ho was mis- 
taken, for suddenly tho Vanguard peo))lo 
saw through tho fog tho jibboom of the 
Iron Duko. not 50 yards off. Both oa|.- 
taiiis gave tbo word to reverse oiigiues 
and li:irk, but it was too late, ami tho 
Iron Diik;' I'lui into her consort with tre- 
niendiions foroo, striking her nmidshij^s 
v.'ilh hor jjloiigh or ram, and dashing in 
her side almost from keel i6 bulwarks 
Tlie bows of tlx'so vessels aro, wo need

Tin; WA ri;it i'oi ni;i> TiiKoroii the oiill'ici;, 
The oiigino liros wore o.^tingnished and 
tho vessel began rapidly to fill. Thoro 
wore some loi) human beings on board tbo 
Vacguard, and as the waters rushed into 
tho hold their sitnation was a terrible 
ono. Thoro was no timo to oven think of 
saving property, and it i.s understood that 
not a single article, valuable or other- 
wise, belonging to the ship was rescued 
from the wrrel;; in fact oliieors and men 
arrived on the deck of the Iron Duko 
possessed only of tho clothes in which 
they stood, and whatever jewellery or 
valuables they may have had about their 
persons boforo tho occurrence. There 
was no time to run down to removecloth- 
ing or other i)ro))erty ,and nobody thought 
of doing so, all being intent upon self- 
proservalion. Tho ulniost discipliiio ami 
coolness ]irovailed, although hope is saiil 
to have disserted tho crew; bnt thoy 'cok- 
ed what seemed an inevitable fate sternly 
in the face, and tho stronger men endea- 
vored to support and cheer their weaker 
shipmates. Both vessels wore powerful 
"rams," but th-' Iron Duko was liy far tho 
more powertui of tho two, and tlio fe^ir- 
fnl ellcet of hc-r crushing weight upon 
the broadside of hor consort may be ima- 
gined. Tho first-named vessel RHlTered 
insiguifieant damages, hor bowsprit and 
fore gear, or "liead gear," as it is called, 
having only been carried away; while 

rin: vAN(jnARD suocrMUED 
With guns, ammunition, accoutrements, 
largo stands of small arms, and, In fact, 
with all the appoiotments of a first-class 
man of-war, whoso construction cost 
nearly .t'oflD.flOO. Tho sunken vessid lias 
been oceu[iiod 2 years as tho]giiardship of 
Ivingstowii, Xo lives havo liocii lost, and 
tho erew esi'apod unhurt, with the ex- 
ception of three mon who received some 
contusions during their transit to the 
Duke. The wails of a favorite dog, who 
alono met a watery grave, were heard 
above the general din. 

Tho following aenoiint of the disaster 
conies from another ^ourcn: - 

Al the time of tlie collision it appeared 
that owing to thn delisi ly of the fog the 
Iron Duke and \'anguard at all events 
were not proeeodiiig nt a speed of more 
than live or si.x knots an hour. On leav- 
ing the man of war roads in Dublin Bay 
tho squadron steered north of the Kisli 
light in order to got into tho deoj) sea 
track, and afterward tho shijia headed 
southward. On Hearing Wicklow Iliiad 
the lookout on board tho Vanguard iier 
ceived a largo merchant ve.ssol looming 
a short distance ahead, and in order to 
avoid running into her the order was 
givi^n to put tho helm hard a-port. Capt. 
i)awkiiis, of tho Vanguard, was on tho 
bridge atnidshi])S when tho catastropho 
occurred, ami, being in a state of mneh 
anxiety, was e.ircfully "coursing" tho 
shiji. " Al lir.-.t si;;!Lt ot the extent of the 
damage iloii.>, it was liolieved impossible 
that tho vessel could long remain afloat, 
tho water rttshed in throngh the aper- 
ture, and, witu a hissing, seething sound, 
forced its way through tho vessel in all 
directions. (.!aptaiii Dawkins, like 
an expi-rii'iu'ed sailor, instantly had 

i;vi:i:v MAN AT HIS POST, 
with ))ereiui>tory instrnctions to remain 
st:i.nding by their duty to tho la>il. Tho 
resnlt was tho niiiintenaiieo of the most 
oxcellenl order. Willi iMlniiiess and re- 
gularity tho boats wore lowered and pro- 
lie r preparations were niado for transfer- 
ring the crow on board according to seni 
ority of station. In the meantime tho 
Iron Duke, which had become hidden in 
tho fog after tho collision, again appear- 
ed in sight, anil also lov.'ored her boats, 
and of course her ollleors and men assist- 
ed to tho ut.most extent. Tho lirMt batch 
of men ordm-ed to descend to tho boats 
was composoil of tho lower rank — tho last 
to leave the ill-fated ship were (Captain 
DawUins and Commander Landy. Na- 
turally e;io;i'cli the interval of time li '- 
t'.vci-u li)0 eolhdiiig ol the vessels and tho 
sinliing of the Vangnaril wai nearly all 
oooniiied in transferring the crew by liio 
boats to tho Iron Duke. No tiiuo wa.-ili^ft 
to any ono for saving property. A'alii- 
abloH, clothes— all had to bi> abandoned, 
in some ea.'cs. of conrso, with great re- 
hietiinee. I\rany uf iho iinfortnnato men 
liiul iMiisidi j-.ible rniiii.i of money in their 
lockms. ?vilhing could bo .seen yoster- 
diiy bnt t hr lop-mast iiead.s over Iho wa- 
ter, the royal iiiai-ts bi;iiig hoiisod. Thn 
Vanguard went d iwn in oightoon fathoms 
of wator, tho Kish light bearing west by 
north-west, oight miles from tiie ])laoo 
whore sho at ji resent lies.

(i HNTLliMEN:— As a general oleotion 
for iiiembors to represent yoti in the Lo- 
cal Parliament of this Province is about 
to take place, I have determined, in ac- 
cordanoo witli a very general reciuest of 
tho electors of your District, lo oiler Diy- 
self as a candidate. 

Tho early date ai which I hear the 
elections aro to bo belli will prevent my 
meeting you iiersonally, as I had intend- 
ed. I therefore take this opportunity of 
giviiig you luy views on some of the most 
important questions that aro likely to oc- 
cupy tho attention of tlie next Legisla- 
ture. 

Tbo Indian iiuostiou I consider of the 
groatoat importance, aud one that should 
be iitteudod to at tho earliest possible 
moment. Living, as I do, amongst a 
portion of the most discontented, I apeak 
with authority when I say that unless a 
sjieedy settlement is arrived at, conse- 
quences of a very gmve nature are likely 
tonri.se. The Inilians are not uuieasori- 
able in their demands; what they want is 
a fair sotth.'uiciit, aud I cannot seo why 
this should nut have taken place almost 
iuiiuediately after Oonfederation. 

The school system of this Province T 
consider good, and with tho anccoss np- 
[laient that li;;s attended the lioal'ding 
school at tj'aclie Creek, 1 would advocate 
a furtlier expenditure iu that direction, 
ami consider that Kaiuloops and other 
portions of this largo Province should 
have institutions erected of a like charac- 
ter.

yonr views on all public quostioiib, and 
thus bo enabled to act according to the 
well understood wishes of my constitu 
enta.
